Typhus Fever — Naples. 

Under date of February 2;>, 1921, two eases of typhus fever were 
reported at Naples, Italy. 

Measures Against Spread of Typhus — Trieste. 

According to information dated February 17, 1921, Italian emigra- 
tion commissioners have ordered certain measures to combat tho 
outbreak of typhus at Trieste. Improvements are to be made in 
the sanitary conditions of the buildings in Trieste used by steamship 
companies for housing emigrants awaiting emigration, including 
increased facilities for bathing and disinfection. Until these improve- 
ments are completed, which it is estimated will require one month, the 
eastern frontiers will be closed to all emigrants, and those foreign 
emigrants who have already arrived at Trieste will not be aHowed to 
embark until the expiration of 21-days' isolation and observation. 
Foreign emigrants will be embarked only in separate vessels from 
those carrying Italian emigrants. A practical suspension of emigra- 
te) 
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tion will be caused by these measures for about two months, except 

as regards Italian subjects. All typhus cases in Trieste have been 

removed to a point across the bay from the city proper. 

According to information dated February 20, 1921, until proper 

medical inspection service is established the Italian Government will 

refuse passports to persons arriving from country back of the coast 

district of Trieste who intend emigrating to the United States through 

the port of Trieste, Italy.
